the Georgia 
legislature to take action looking to- 
ward the enactment of laws which 
will make the state “bone dry” may be 
called by Governor Harris at an early 
date. 

Throughout the state the movement 
for an extraordinary session has been 
agitated, especially so since the recent 
enactment of “dry” laws in the state 
of Tennessee. The governor is in re- 
ceipt of a number of communications 
regarding his intentions in the matter. 
So far he has refrained from announc- 
ing any course of action, but with tele- 
Grams coming in from representatives 
advocating the measure and with the 
announcement of Speaker Burwell, of 
the house, that he will do all in his 
power to make the session short and 
active, it is thought that the call will 
soon be made. 

Kelder Calls Meeting. 

T. B. Felder, general counsel of the 
state law and enforcement committee, 
has called a meeting of the Georgia 
Dry federation to be held in Atlanta on 
Thursday. to take concerted action in 
urging the governor to call an extra 
Session of the legislature far the pur- 
pose of enacting “bone dry” legislasion. 

Mr. Felder says: “As I see it, the 
fact that an attack has been made in 
the courts upon all of the prohibition 
legislation passed at the extraordinary 
@ession convoked by the governor in 
1910, the ground of attack ‘being that 
the occasion for passing’ prohibition 
laws at that session was not: an ‘ex- 
traordinary occasion,’ as contemplated 
by the constitution. Ergo the call for 
the enactment of ahe prohibition laws 
was nugatory and in excess of the pow- 
er vested in the governor, constitutes 
no reason why the call should not be 
made, 

“Ll believe that this contention is 
without merit, that the governor is 
vested by the constitution with abso- 
lute discretion as to what eonstitutes 
an ‘extraordinary occasion.’ It is like- 
wise a matter of discretion with him 
to determine the necessity of calling 
the pweneral assembly together. His 
decision in respect of both matters is 
conclusive and no court has the right 
or power to say, after the discretion 
has been exercised, that it was either 
unwise or improper. After the gover- 
nor determines that the ‘extraordinary 
occasion’ has arisen, the only further 
limitation upon his authority is to de- 
signate in his proclamation the object 
for which the legislation is convoked. 

“It is unbelievable that a different 
conclusion will be reached by the su- 
preme court, yet several months have 
elapsed since these cases were argued 
and they remain undecided, due, per- 
haps, more ‘to the congested condition 
of the docket than to any difficulty 
that the court may have experienced in 
reaching a conclusion in respect of the 
issues involved. 

“T am inviting members of our feder- 
ation to meet with me on Thursday 
evening to further discuss the situa- 
tion when, I feel sure, a committee will 
be appointed to take the matter up 
with the governor and urge him to 
complete the splendid program so aus- 
piciously initiated by him by giving 
us a ‘bone dry’ state.” 

Legality of Call. 

There has been much discussion 
the legality of the call in the 
governor issues one. it contended 
by some that he has not the power ‘to 
call a special session for this purpose, 
but others hold that the state consti- 
tution has given the governor power 
to call the general assembly together 
on what, in his judgment, is an “ex- 
{raordinary occasion.” 

Article 5, section 2, and paragraph 
123 of the constitution is the section 
which delegates power to the governor 
to call a special session to care for 
matters of extraordinary moment. This 
section provides that under’ circum- 
stances, calling for immediate action, 
the governor has the power to issue 
the call, but further sipuinten that the 
call must be for only what is specifical- 
ly stated in the proclamation, and that 
no other business, such as may be taken 
up at the regular session, is to be han- 


dled.

Air-Tight Prohi Measure 
Favorably Reported to the 
Legislature — Anti-Liquor 
Advertising Bill Also Pre- 
sented. 


Columbia, S.C., January 23.—Prohibi- 
tion forces scored a preliminary vic- 
tory tonight when the “Richey bill to 
prohibit importations of liquor into the 
state was favorably reported to the 
lower house of the South Carolina 
legislature by the committee on police 
regulation. The bill, known as “the 
air-tight prohibition bill,” would do 
away with the present “rallon-a- 
month” allowance of imported liquors 
and impose absolute prohibition, ex- 
cept for medicinal and sacramental 
purposes. 

Hearings on the _ liquor question 
were held today by the senate commit- 
tee on police regulations, the authors of 
the various prohibition measures ap- 
pearing to plead the merits of their 
measures. 

In the senate today two more pro- 
hibition bills made their appearance, 
one by Senator du Rant, of Clarendon, 
to forbid newspaper, billboard or poster 
advertisements of liquors, and the 
other by Senator Manning, of Dillon, 
to prohibit the sale of patent medicines 
or “bitters” containing a large propor- 
tion of alcohol. 

There is also before the senate a bill 
by Senator du Rant to reduce the 
amount of liquor permitted to be im- 
ported to a quart a month for each 
person. 


DOLVIN TAKES HAND 
IN IVY STREET RAID 


Accompanied by Two Po- 
licemen, Councilman Ar- 
rests Four Women on 
Charge of Selling Beer. 


Police officials were taken by sur- 
prise last night when Councilman Carl 
Dolvin, of the tenth ward, took a hand 
in the pending probe of “vice condi- 
tions’”’ by the police, and set the in- 
vestigation actively on its way. 

Three women were arrested on 
charges of selling beer in Ivy street 
apartments, while a fourth woman was 
arrested on the same charge at 41 
Poplar ‘street. 

Two other women were arrested at 
103 Spring street,.one of them charged 
with funning a “disorderfy house.” 

Councilman Dolvin, accompanied by 
his brother, Supernumerary Policeman 
O. D. Dolvin, and Supernumerary C. W. 
Jenkins, in his private automobile went 
to the Oglethorpe apartments, 195 Ivy 
street. He waited outside while his 
brother entered three apartments, and 
arrested women on charges of selling 
beer. The trio then went to 41 
Poplar street, where they arrested 
another woman on the same charge. 

Police Knew Nothing. 

Councilman Dolvin is authority for 
the statement that the police officials 
knew nothing of the intended raid. 

“No, the police chief nor any police 
officials knew anything of this raid. 
My brother conceived it in his own 
head, and I accompanied him in order 
that he might use my automobile,” said 
the councilman shortly after the raids. 

“He has been detailed to the work 
of catching blind tigers for two 
months, but he had never received in- 
structions to buy beer from any places 
run by women.” 

The four women arrested on charges 
of violating the blind tiger ordinance 
were released under cash bonds of 
$50.75 each. Night Chief of Police E. L. 
Jett insisted that they all come back 
to police court this afternoon, instead 
of forfeiting their collaterals. Their 
names are:

GERMAN WARSHIPS 
SUNK BY THE BRITISH 
IN NORTH SEA FIGHT 


Besides Ships Sunk Other 
German Destroyers Were 
Badly Damaged, Accord- 
ing to Reports From Hol- 
land. 


ONE BRITISH DESTROYER 
SENT TO THE BOTTOM 


With a Loss of Forty-Seven 
Men—Fourteen German 
Destroyers Were Attacked 
by a British Flotilla. 


Ymuiden, Holland, January 23.—(Via 
The Hague to London.)—An encounter 
occurred Tuesday morning in the North 
sea between fourteen German torpedo 
boat destroyers and a British flotilla. 
Sixteen severely wounded Germans 
have been landed here by a Dutch 
steam trawler which took them off 
the badly damaged German torpedo 
boat V-69. The torpedo boat was aft- 
erwards towed here with twenty dead 
aboard. The commander died before 
reaching port, both of his legs being 
shot off in the engagement.

The V-69 fired one torpedo and was 
then hit by another British shell, which 
knocked the funnel flat on the deck. 
Still another shell put a hole in the 
forepart of the vessel. Her guns ap- 
pear not to have been damaged. 

The crew of the V-69 numbered about 
sixty. It would appear from the state- 
ments of the men that seven other 
German vessels were ‘sunk. The V-69 
belonged to the home fleet. 


BRITISH DESTROYER SUNK 
AND 47 MEN PERISHED. 

London, January 23.—Jn an engage- 
ment between British light naval forces 
and German torpedo boat destroyers in 
the North sea last night a German de- 
sitroyer was sunk and the other torpedo 
craft seattered, it ~was officially “ an- 
nounced tonight. 

The sinking of a British torpedo boat 
destroyer in another engagement with 
German torpedo destroyers in the vicin- 
ity of Schouwen bank last night, with 
the loss of three officers and forty-four 
of the crew, also was announced. 

The text of the official announce- 
ment says: 

“Last night while our light forces 
were patrolling the North sea. not far 
from the Dutch coast they met a divi- 
sion of enemy torpedo boat destroyers. 
A skort engagement took place during 
which one of the enemy torpedo boat 
destroyers was sunk and the rest scat- 
tered, having suffered considerable pun- 
ishment. Darkness prevented the full 
results of the action from being ob- 
served.

Manchester, January 28.—At the 
opening session of the annual meeting 
of the labor party here today enthusi- 
asm was displayed when George J.

AUTO ROAD 10 TOP 
OF STONE MOUNTAIN 


Newest Feature of Confed- 
erate Memorial Project 
Approved by Gutzon Borg- 
lum — Work to Begin at 
Once. 


The newest feature of the Confed- 
erate Memorial project at Stone Moun- 
tain is the construction of an auto- 
mobile highway to the top of the 
mountain. Annountement of plans for 
this feature was made by Gutzon Borg- 
lum, the sculptor: of the memorial, 
Tuesday after he had made a trip of 
inspection to Stone Mountain, in com- 
pany with Captain R. M. Clayton, for- 
mer chief of construction of the city 
of Atlanta, who is to be the chief 
engineer of the memorial work. 

In connection with the plan to build 
a boulevard to the top of the moun- 
tain is an additional plan to remove 
the belt line of yailroad which now 
encircles the mountain and use the 
road bed as the basis for a splendid 
boulevard which will encircle the foot 
of the mountain. The railroad will 
take a short cut to the quarries by 
going around the .eastern side of the 
mountain, instead of the western side 
as at present. 

Samuel H. Venable, controller of the 
Stone Mountain interests, has approv- 
ed of these plans and will lend his co- 
operation to the construction of these 
boulevards. 

To Give Wonderful View. 

The execution of the plans for these 
boulevards will give visitors a won- 
derful view of the mountain and the 
memorial from all angles, and from 
the mountain will unroll a magnificent 
panorama of the countryside. 

The boulevard up to the mountain 
will ascend the western side of the 
granite monolith, starting about where 
the present foot path starts at the 
bottom of the mountain and will fol- 
low the general direction of this path 
to the top of the mountain, though in 
its windings to attain a low grade it 
will cross and recross the path a nym- 
ber of times. 

Captain Clayton estimates that by 
careful engineering a highway may 
be built from plaza to plaza of the 
mountain side with an average grade 
of about 4 per cent, though in at least 
one place, near the top of the moun- 
tain, a somewhat greater percentage 
will be necessary. 

This highway up the mountainside 
will be about twenty feet wide on the 
straightaway’s, while at the curves it 
will be widened to forty or sixty feet. 
At the curves also the highway will 


be split into two highways, one for uP- | heen the lofty motives of his speech, 


bound traffic, and the other for down- 
bound traffic, so that danger of col- 
lision or other accident may be les- 
sened. As an additional safeguard 
walls will be built at such curves and 
at all places where the highway par- 
allels a precipice. 

The construction of the road will be 
accomplished by cuts and fills. It is 
not regarded as a particularly expen- 
sive undertaking for the reason that 
all material needed is at hand. 

To Begin at Once. 

The last lap of this highway, just 
before reaching the top, will follow 
the brink of the western end of the 
precipice almost directly over the site 
of the memorial. 

This highway will be used primarily 
to carry material to the top of the 
mountain, and, incidentally for visitors, 
at first. Later, of course, its primary 
service will be for visitors.

ADDRESS WILL FIGURE 
IN PARLIAMENT DEBATE 


Effect of President Wil- 
son’s Policy on the Status 
of the Monroe Doctrine 
Is Being Discussed With 
Great Interest. 


London, January 23.—President Wwil- 
son’s address to the United States sen- 
ate has furnished the British govern- 
ment and public with a surprise as 
electrifying as his mediatory note to 
the belligerents. With the exception 
of The Manchester Guardian and The 


Daily News, which are the only papers 
in Great Britain that can be classified 
as pacificatory in policy, the press 
gives the president’s utterances an tn- 
friendly reception and engages in much 
speculation over the meanings which it 
is considered may be concealed behind 
certain passages. 

Public men interviewed begin with 
courteous tributes to the president's 
good intentions and end by supporting 
Great Britain’s measures. While the 
government cannot make any direct re- 
ply to a communication from the pres- 
ident to the United States senate, there 
is certain to be discussions in parlia- 
ment. The usages of the house of 
lords give even greater latitude for ad- 
dresses on any topic any member 
wishes to discuss than the American 
senate, while the question paper of the 
house of commons furnishes an equal- 
ly good opportunity for the advance- 
ment of personal views. 

It is already foreshadowed by mem- 
bers of the commons that a discussion 
will be insisted upon when parlia- 
ment reassembles, and speeches from 
members of the present and the late 
cabinet are expected. Possible action 
by the American congress on commit- 
ting the nation to membership in an 
international peace league is awaited 
with greatest interest. Both David 
Lloyd-George, in his historic maiden 
speech as prime minister, and Viscount 
Grey, while minister for foreign af-/ 
fairs, stated strongly that membership 
in such a league without obligations to 
force its decrees by arma would be use- 
less. 

Effect on Menroe Doctrine. 

The effect of President Wilson’s pol- 
icy on the status of the Monroe Doc- 
trine is discussed with equal interest. 
Several British publicists, notably L. J. 
Maxse, editor of The National Review, 
suggested recently that Great Britain 
is entitled to a weighty voice in any 
international movements in the Ameri- 
can hemisphere because of the grow- 
ing importance of Canada as one of the 
foremost nations of that hemisphere. 

The voice of the “silent masses” upon 
the war was heard in the labor party 
conference at Manchester today, when 
it indorsed the action of the labor 
members of parliament who entered the 
war cabinet by a vote of more than 
6.to 1. Most of the small substratum of 
sentiment favoring a conciliatory policy 
toward the central empires is to be 
found in labor unionists and a small 
group of intellectuals. 

The Central News says that undoubt- 
edly the manifesto has developed a 
situation of extreme delicacy. It adds: 
“Whether or not it was expected by the 
allied diplomats in London, it came as

Mr. Noble and Samuel F. Streit, chair- 
man of the New York stock exchange 
clearing house committee, were the 
only witnesses examined today. They 
were questioned ag to the power of 
experienced speculative cliques to ma- 
nipulate the market by “short” selling 
at the expense of “the public” and 
take advantage of “unfavorable news” 
in order to depress prices and “cover” 
at a profit. “Short sale” speculators 
are alleged to have been the “leak” 
beneficiaries. Both witnesses were re- 
quired to describe in detail the operation 
of the stock exchange machinery with 
special attention to methods used to 
sell the market “short.” Mr. Whipple 
brought d6ut with particular emphasis 
that the so-called “public” seldom sold 
“short,” the large majority of such 
transactions being conducted by pro- 
fessional operators. 

The attorney also elicited the infor- 
mation that it was the practice of 
brokers, with the consent of their cus- 
tomers, to loan stocks bought on mar- 
gin to other brokers, who, in turn, used 
them for “short” Sale transactions.

These conventions brought to the city 
a total of 27,860 visitors, and it is esti- 
mated they left more than $500,000 in 
the city. During the year more than 
13,000 letters and circulars were mailed 
from the office of the secretary, more 
than 28,000 booklets and 20,000 souven- 
irs. 

In the interest of Atlanta as a tour- 
ist and convention center during 1916 
the secretary visited 18 cities, travel- 
ed 18,000 miles; the president and oth- 
ers visited seven cities and traveled 
9000 miles, making a total of 27,000 
miles traveled in the interest of the 
bureau work.

DETERMINED TO PUT 
PLAZA PLAN ACROSS 


Members of Commission, 
Which Meets Today, Bit- 
ter in Condemnation of the 
Statement Attributed to 
Milton Smith. 


When the Atlanta plaza commission, 
created last week by general council 
to represent the city in negotiations for 
the construction of a plaza over the 
Western and Atlantic tracks in the 
business section of Atlanta, meets Wed- 
nesday for organization, it will be with 
the determination to put the plaza 
scheme across. 

If Milton Smith, president of the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad, which 
controls the Nashville, Chattanooga & 
St. Louis, bidder for the new lease of 
the Western and Atlantic, in accordance 
with the recent statement attributed to 
him, that the plaza plan is “a piece of 
‘dam’ foolishness,” declines to co-opéeér- 
ate with the other railroads entering 
Atlanta for the relief from an intoler- 
able condition in one of the principg] 
cities from which they draw their pat- 
ronage, then the commission will bend 
every energy to bringing the plaza 
plan to success in spite of the attitude 
of Mr. Smith. 

The foregoing is the attitude of the 
commission as indicated by interviews 
with members of the commission Tues- 
day. 

Not only do these members of the 
commission believe that Mr. Smith's 
statement of his position is premature, 
but that it is without any logical foun- 
dation, for the reason that the matter 
has not been formally laid before him. 
Some members of the commission, de- 
claring that they believe Mr. Smith 
to be a man of intelligence, hesitate to 
accept the statement attributed to him 
as his. This was the view expressed by 
Alex W. Smith, a member of the com- 
mission. 

Mr. Smith said: 

Cannot Believe Statement, 

“Knowing Mr. Milton Smith to bea 
man of intelligence, I cannot believe 
that he made the foolish statement at- 
tributed to him. I cannot believe that 
he could have declared ‘dam foolish- 
ness’ a plan which has been approved 
by all the railroads entering Atlanta 
and pronounced the best solution to At- 
lanta’s terminal problems by the best 
engineers in the country. 

“But whether he did make this state- 
ment or not, it makes no difference. At- 
lanta is not going to be bothered with 


this nuisance for another generation on 
account of the attitude of Mr. Smith 
or any other man. If we can't get this 
plaza one way, we will get it another.” 
Councilman A. J. Orme said: 

“I do not understand how Mr. Smith 
could have taken the blunt position he 
did witheut even hearing what the 
commission may have to offer, Even 
if the matter had already been laid be- 
fore him, he might have expressed him- 
self with less insolence. Whatever may 
be the attitude of Mr. Smith, however, 
Il anticipate that the plaza commission 
will meet and g@ on about its business 
just the same,” 

The view of Alderman C. H. Kelley 
as to Mr. Smith's attitude was brief but 
very much to the point: 

“What do [ ithink of Mr. Smith's 
attitude as expressed toward the plaza 
plan?” said Mr. Kelley. “I think his 
opinion of the plaza plan fits his at- 
titude very aptly.” 

Paul Norcross, another member of 
the commigsion, went at some detail 
into the situation. 


Serious Blunder, Says. Norcross. 


“If Milton Smith thinks he can bull- 
doze Atlanta into abandoning the plasza 
project,” ‘sald Mr. Norcross, “he will 
find out that he never made a more 
serious blunder in his life. 

“So far as Atlanta is concerned, 
there are numerous ways of showing 
Mr. Smith that it does not pay to an- 
tagonize this city. 

“The plaza commission can be given 
plenary powers by the mayor and 
council, and probably will be if the 
necessity arises, to deal with all the 
aes in their movements in the 
city. 

“There are many grade crossings and 
other death traps that should be abol- 
ished by building bridges. There are 
numerous trackage rights which can 
either be granted or withheld. And one 
simple way to abate the railroad smoke 
nuisance, even without building the 
plaza, would be to require the trains 
coming into the city to be operated by 
electricity instead of steam, 

“The city of Atlanta has never op- 
posed the railroad's in their extensions 
and developments, and they would com- 
mit a grave mistake if they should at- 
tempt to oppose the city in this great 
development. The city has always dealt 
liberally with the railroads, A very 
substantial portion of the cost of sev- 
eral railroads entering Atlai:ita was 
paid by the city. 

“Mr. Milton H. Smith will discover, 
before we are through with this plaza 
project, that it is neither ‘a piece of 
dam foolishness’ nor an idle dream. 
“Mr. Smith knows, just as well as we 
know, that the building of the plaza 
will not lessen the rental value of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad, but on 
the contrary, will make it a vastly 
more valuable piece of property. He 
knows, just as well as we Know, that 
the vital defect in the Western and At- 
lantic railroad, taken as a whole, is 
the inadequacy of both its freight and 
passenger terminal facilities ir At- 
lanta. He knows, or at least he should 
know before he assumes to issue an 
edict against the plaza, that the plans 
we are now preparing will give the 
Atlantic entirely ade- 
quate terminals both for the present 
in the future.

“No peace can last, or 
which does not recognize 
principle that governments 
their just powers trom the consent of 
the governed, and that no right any- 
where exists to hand peoples about from 
sovereignty to sovereignty, as if they 
were property. I take it for granted, 
for instance, if I mav venture upon a sin- 
gle example, that statesmen everywhere 
are agreed that there should be a united, 
independent and autonomous Poland and 
that henceforth inviolable security of life, 
of worship and of industrial and social 
development should be guaranteed to all 
people who have lived hitherto under 
the power of governments devoted to a 
faith and purpose hostile to their own. 


If Poland, then, how can Belgium, Alsace- 
Lorraine, Montenegro and the Balkans be 
excluded from the program? How limit the 
“religious liberty” clause to the exclusion of 
the Jewish faith in Russia, the Christian and 
Armenian in Turkey, etc.’ 

And throughout the president's entire 
theory and the principles upon which he 
bases his reasoning, there is not a flaw to be 
found. But, will it “work’’—is it possible— 
at this stage of the world’s development?” 

The underlying point of the whole pro- 
gram, as President Wilson outlined it in his 
history-making speech before the senate, is: 
That having gone so far as he has, does it 
not look as though one step farther will tie 


the United States up solidly with one side | 


or the other in the present conflict? 


This very note is sounded by The London | 


Post, which says, in substance, that “the

him come in and help us to attain it!” 

The speech, as an example of masterful 
use of English, goes even beyond the recog- 
nized Wilson standard.

A WORTHY APPEAL. 


The appeal for funds with which to aid in 
the rebuilding and maintenance of Fair 
Haven infirmary of Morris Brown university, 
recently destroyed by fire, is a worthy one 
and merits a generous response from the 
citizens of both races in Atlanta. 

This institution, backed and managed as 
it is by some of Atlanta’s best negro citizens, 
possesses wonderful possibilities for good 
service to the general public. Not only is 
it its purpose to minister to the needs of 
infirm and indigent negroes, but to train 
colored nurses to work among the negroes 
of the city and in turn teach them the laws 
of health, sanitation and hygiene; and in this 
latter respect, perhaps, the institution is des- 
tined to serve in its greatest usefulness to 
the general public. 

A disease germ knows no color nor race, 
it makes no distinction between black and 
white. Flourishing among the negroes, 
disease is an equa] menace to the white 
population of a city in which the two races 
are thrown into daily contact on the streets, 
on the cars, in stores and office buildings, 
and in the home. 

Therefore, aside from the broad grounds 
of philanthropy, viewed from the standpoint 
of health, expediency and self-preservation, 
any movement or any institution intended to 
improve the physical and health status of 
the negro merits the support of the general 
public, white and black. 

The appeal of Fair Haven infirmary 
should meet with a hearty and a liberal re- 
sponse. 


SAV ANNAH'S RADIANT FUTURE 


Under the auspices of the Savannah Board 
of Trade a “Greater Savannah” dinner and 
meeting was held in that city last Monday 
night, where was exemplified the true spirit 
of progress and aggressiveness upon which 
Savannah must rely in the attainment of its 
fullest possibilities. 

Of all ports on the south Atlantic coast 
there is not one that is in a better position 
to take advantage of the tremendous devel- 
opment in ocean traffic inevitable in the 
very near future. All indications point to 
the conclusion that there is going to be a 
wonderful expansion in oceanic trade, re- 
gardless of the status of European affairs, 
and Georgia’s chief port is preparing with 
wise forethought to profit by it to the great- 
est possible extent. 

All commercial requisites are in Savan- 
nah’s favor. For instance, it is a great rail- 
road center, with lines drawing to it the 
commerce of the whole country. Its situa- 
tion should make of it the main entrepot of 
the Atlantic coast south from Norfolk. In 
fact, from Savannah, instead of from eastern 
ports—a thousand miles to the north— 
should be shipped every ton of trans-Atlantic 
cargo originating in the middle west and 
this part of the south, and the bulk of that 
destined for South America and _ ports 
reached through the Panama canal. 

The world never saw such an opportunity 
as is now ahead of the ship-building industry 
of this country. Even before the war there 
was a shortage of bottoms in the world, and 
since the opening of hostilities trade ships 
have been sunk by the hundred. Not only 
must these all be replaced, but their number 
multiplied in order for the demands of com- 
merce to be met; and there is not a port in 
the world more admirably situated for ship- 
building than is this historic old city of the 
south It is in touch with the great timber 
regions of the south and southeast, is closely 
connected by rail with the great steel and 
iron industry central at Birmingham; and 
its yard facilities are equal to those of the 
leading ship-building centers of the world. 
In view of all of these facts, and the further 
fact that the demand for ships is not con- 
fined to steel craft, but extends to wood 
schooners and all manner of freight carriers, 
there is not a valid reason why Savannah 
should not develop into a great ship-building 
center as well as one of America’s leading 
commercial ports of entry and origin. 

And Savannah has the type of citizenship 
—alert and imbued with the true “Savannah 
spirit’—that will accomplish great things. 
This was manifested at the dinner. 

All of Georgia shares in the just pride of 
Savannah in its port facilities and other 
natural advantages, and in its civic alert- 
ness. Atlanta, like every other city in the 
state, wants to see Savannah forge to the 
front as a seaport and prosper as it should, 
and whatever help she can render to that 
end will be cheerfully given.

“We were in the war! 

“Two or three days later a com- 
posed of Englishmen and Americans from 
our command surrounded and captured a Ger- 
man gstraggler. His ‘kamerade’ was lying 
dead among the trees. We gave him choco- 
late and cheese and made him very happy. 

“Our first experience in the trenches was 
near Rheims. I can testify to the grim fact 
that the cathedral really was shelled, for 
with my own eyes I saw the shells strike it 
and deface it. 


“This was a wonderful experience. We 
were so situated that we could watch this 
great attack as if from seats in a vast thea- 
ter. Most of the property in the town of 
Verzenay, where we were. stationed, was 
owned by German capitalists and therefore 
for a time no shells were thrown:into it, but 
presently they wrecked it. 

“For six or eight days we were busy in 
the trenches and then were given an interval 
of repose. Does that mean rest? Well, no, 
not in this war. It means working harder 
than one works when :n the trenches—dig- 
ging, cleaning, grinding coffee, sawing wood, 
doing many things. Note this: The better 
a man’s education and the gentler his Dreed- 
ing the more unkempt and wild he gets to 
look when in a war. 

COLD, RHEUMATISM, 
FROZEN FEET. 

“We went from place to place. The weeks 
wore into months. The winter came. Colds, 
rheumatism, frozen feet and, worst of all, 
vermin affected nearly ail of us. Remem- 
brance of trench vermin still makes me 
shudder. ld rather be blown into bits by 
shells than suffer again the terrible torment 
of big body lice from Africa which we caught 
in the cantons wherein the Senegalese had 
been quartered. 

“Food? It was all right, though it was 
about eight days before my brother and my- 
self could learn to eat it. Later on we learn- 
ed to like it. Trench digging will make 
anyone like any food. 

“To tell of what we went through after 

we got into the full swing of the war would 
be to repeat tales now commonplace. Ger- 
man prisoners explained to us that their 
brethren back in the German trenches were 
afraid of-us especially, declaring that we 
neither gave quarter nor asked it, being mer- 
ciless and fearless. This was tommyrot, but 
not displeasing. Plainly awful rot about us 
and all the other allied fighters had been 
fed into them by their officers. 
(* “Of course, we had internal troubles. In 
our large and motley force some spies wert 
discovered. All sorts of things occurred. 
There has been tragedy as well as comedy 
in our own ranks, but there never Has been 
monotony. And from the very start the num- 
ber of desérters, in spite of the hard work, 
has been rémarkKably small. From one regi- 
ment only three deserted in a year, a record 
quite unprecedented, I am sure, 


ONLY ONE 


REGIMENT LEFT. 

“As it stood at the start, the legion con- 
sisted of five marching regiments, each 4,000 
strong, and each with several thousand men 
back in the depots waiting to fill gaps made 
by death, wounds and disappearances 

“But only one full regiment of the legion 
now is on the French front because of great 
losses in battle and the draft of several 
thousand of our men for service in the Rus- 
sian, Belgian, Italian, British, Serbian and 
other armies, according to their nationalities. 
One regiment of the legion is at Salonica, 
another is in Africa, and several companies 
are in Indo-China, at Tonkin. 

“But new volunteers are constantly ap- 
plying for admission, and marty are in train- 
ing in a little military camp within sight of 
the Alps. At this Americans arrive almost 
every week, and more power and greater 
numbers to them! The majority of recent 
volunteers has been Spanish or Swiss. I wish 
more Americans would come.”

PLANS TO UTILIZE 
CUTOVER TIMBER 
LANDS FOR SETTLERS 


“Rid the south of the cattle tick and util- 
ize the 100,000,000 acres of cutover timber 
land now idle, and immediately Dixie will 
come forward as the greatest cattle raising 
section of the country,” said F. H. Abbott, 
of the Southern Settlement and §De- 
velopment organization, who i!s a _ visitor 
at the Piedmont hotel. Mr. Abbott is in At- 
lanta in the interest of a meeting to be held 
at New Orleans March 19-21 to consider steps 
to convert the cutover timber lands located 
in the southern states into farms for home- 
seekers. 

The meeting in New Orleans has been 
called by the Southern Settlement and De- 
velopment organization, the Southern Pine 
association, and the New Orleans Chamber 
of Commerce. Tuesday Mr. Abbott invited 
Governor Harris to attend the meeting. 

“The 100,000,000 acres of cutover timber 
land, much of which is. now idle, can be 
turned into stock farms if the south will get 
rid of the cattle tick. This one pest stands 
in the way of the south becoming the lead- 
ing cattle section of the country,” he said, 

“The meeting in New Orleans will contem- 
plate the organization of an association to 
accomplish this. It grew out of the success- 
ful meeting held by the Florida Land Own- 
ers’ association at Tampa. This organization 
has worked as a unit to promote stock rais- 
ing in that state, and has paid special atten- 
tion to cutover timber lands. 

Georgia has a similar organization in the 
Georgia Land Owners’ association, which 
was organized at. Waycross last year. The 
executive board of this association will meet 
Monday in Waycross. Mr. Albert left Atlanta 
last night to attend this meeting. 

Mr. Abbott estimates the total cutover 
timber land in Georgia at 5,000,000 acres, 
much of which is lying idle. The Georgia 
Land Owners’ association is advocating turn- 
ing these lands into farms and offering them 
to settlers from the north and middle west. 

A live stock conference will also be held 
in Wilmington, N. C., April 1, at which time 
the proposition of utilizing the cutover lands 
in that state will be considered.

Editor Constitution: The southern pew- 
ple are proud of their traditions and sacrei 
memories. This ts especially true of 
native-born southern lady and gentleman of 
the ‘‘old school.”

Fair Haven Infirmary Asks 
Atlanta Citizens for Help 


Next Sunday afternoon, at $8 o'clock, a 
mass meeting is to be held at Big Bethel Af- 
rican Methodist Episcopal church for the 
purpose of enlisting financial aid for the re- 
building of Fair Haven Infirmary of Mor- 
ris Brown university, 51-53 Irwin street. 
which was recently destroyed by fire, and 
for the realizing of other funds to be applied 
to the general support of the institution. 

This negro infirmary was established only 
last April, and since that time it has done a 
commendable work for infirm and indigent 
negroes, both in the direction of physical and 
medical assistance and in instruction in 
health rules, hygiene and sanitation. It was 
established as an adjunct of Morris Brown 
university to assist in meeting the needs of 
the colored people and to train nurses to 
serve them and instruct them along sanitation 
and hygienic lines. 

The aim and the work of the institution 
has received the hearty indorsement of many 
of the leading white men and women of At- 
lanta, notable among them being Dr. W. B. 
Summerall, superintendent of Grady hospital, 
and several white physicians of the city have 
volunteered their assistance to its medical 
staff. 

During the nine months the hospital has 
been in operation 210 patients have been 
treated—most of them indigent patients— 
and more than 100 operations have been suc- 
cessfully performed by one of the leading sur- 
geons of Atlanta. The infirmary has minis- 
tered to an average of three charity patients 
each week. 

Back of the institution are some of the 
leading colored men of the city; and every- 
body who can, regardless of color, is asked 
to donate in any amount convenient, money 
with which to aid them in fulfilling their 
purpose and serving the city in the matter of 
elevating the general health standard among 
the members of both races. 

At the meeting Sunday addresses will he 
made by several prominent Atlantans of both 
races, and everybody, whether in position at 
the moment to subscribe to the fund being 
raised, is urgently requested to attend. In the 
meantime all who can are asked to send do- 
nations to W. A. Fountain, president, Mor- 
ris Brown University, Atlanta.

| chased. New crop months, however, 
developed considerable strength owing 
to reports that the winter crop was 
‘being endangered by adverse weather 
conditions in Nebraska and by Hessian 
i fly in Illinois. 

Aggressive selling by houses with 
eastern connections took place as the 
close of the wheat market. drew near 
and as the effect of crop damage fears 
seemed on the wane. The weakness 
which had prevailed early was now 
intensified and lowest prices of the 
day were reached just before the fin- 
ish. One of the contributary causes 
was the increased seriousness of the 
railway freight situation east as a re- 
sult of an embargo to begin tonight 
on the Grand Trunk railroad. 

Corn was relatively firm owing to 
75 per cent of the Ar- 
gentina crop had received irreparable 
damage. Besides, receipts of corn here 
were meagre and rural offerings small. 

Oats reflected the downturn in wheat, 
Sales of 600,000 bushels of oats for 
Europe acted as only an offset in 
part.

New York, January 23.—One of the 
largest ‘‘melons” ever divided by an 


today when the directors of the Beth- 
lehem Steel corporation increased the 


common stock dividend from 7% per 
cent to 10 per cent quarterly; recom- 
mended a 200 per cent common stock 
dividend or bonus and also offered the 
common stockholders the right to sub- 


‘scribe to $15,000,000 new stock at par 


on the basis of share for share of pres- 
ent holdings. 

This action was made possible by 
a proposed increase of the common 
stock from $15,000,000 to $60,000,000. 
The plan regarding the new stock is to 
be submitted to shareholders at a spe- 
cial meeting February 14. 
Charles M. Schwab, chairman of the 
corporation, and his friends are believ- 
ed to control the present stock issue, 
it is virtually assured that the propo- 
sition as a whole will be approved. 

No Voting Power. 


Voting power will be withheld from 
the new stock. One reason for this 
decision, and perhaps the most impor- 
cant, it was explained, is that Mr. 
Schwab promised the British govern- 
ment, from which he has received or- 
ders running into hundreds of millions 
dollars, that he would not relinquish 
control of the corporation while the 
war lasts. 


A 


Another reason, it was said, is that 
the new stock, if granted voting power, 
would infringe upon or impair the 
rights of the preferred stockholders, 
there being only $15,000,000 of that is- 
sue authorized. 

The banking house of J. & W. Selig- 
man & Co. is forming a syndicate to 
underwrite the purchase of the $15,- 
000,000 of new common stock, to be 
known as class B, which will be offered 
to stockholders for pro rata subsecrip- 
tion at par. 

The usual annual dividend of 7 per 
cent on the preferred stock, payable 
in four quarterly installments, also was 
declared. 

Karning’s of the Bethlehem Steel cor- 
poration _for the year 1916 amounted 
to $61,717,329. Deducting interest 
charges Of $3,772,575 and charging off 
$14,350,785 to depreciation and deple- 
tion, the aggregate net addition to the 
Surplus is $43,693,968, making a total 
surplus on December 31, 1916, of $69,- 
370,198. 

Orders on hand at the beginning of 
the present year amounted to approxi- 
mately $193,500,000, exceeding those of 
@ year ago by about $18,000,000. 

Big Volume of Business. 


It was announced that it was mainly 
because of the corporation’s greatly 
increased volume of business that it 
was deemed necessary to appropriate 
increased amounts to construction and 
working capital and engage in a gen- 
eral policy of financial expansion. 

Completion of the proposed issue of 
$45,000,000 new stock, it was explained, 
will increase assets by $15,000,000 cash 
and will increa’se the outstanding com- 
mon stock issue by four shares to one. 

As a precaution and _ to provide 
against possible future contingencies, 
the directors thought it advisable to 
provide for the creation of a new and 
first refunding mortgage, which will 
authorize, under suitable restrictions, 
the issue of bonds from time to time 
for refunding operation's, extensions 
and additions and other capital pur- 
poses not provided for from earnings 
or the sale of stock. Authority for 
the creation of this mortgage may be 
asked at the corporation’s annual meet- 
ing in April. ‘

Atlanta real estate men were plan- 
ning Monday to get behind Alderman 
Nutting’s suggestion to council that 
Atlanta seek to have its charter chang- 
ed in order that street paving bonds, 
on a ten-year basis, might be issued 
to have streets paved.

thousand dollars of liabilities. Since 


that time various reports about the 
minister’s actions previous to the filing 
of the petition in bankruptcy, have 
been in circulation, and the commit- 
tee named today will endeavor to run 


down these rumors and see if there 
is any foundation for them. 

The Rev. I. S. McElroy, chairman of 
the committee, states that the probe is 
to be a thorough one and that it is the 
duty of any member of the Presbytery 
who knows anything wrong in the ac- 
tions of the minister under fire to re- 
port it to the commfttee. 

When Mr. Morgan was asked by Mr. 
McElroy if he did not think that was 
the proper course to pursue, replied, 
“Yes.” He added “It is the duty of the 
Presbytery to investigate rumors and 
no one wants them investigated more 
than I dod.”
